Sub-Sea Merchantmen Coming. 


niD NO iSSAGE mjUIISEII TO PBESIDEIIT 


German Commander Tells Own Story of Amazing 
Voyage to America—^Traveled But 90 Miles 
of Distance Submerged, and Carried 


No Armament Whatever. 


Baltimore, Md., July 10.—Upon 
delivering his ship's papers to the 
ofi&oe of the North German Lloyd 
line today, Captain Paul König, of 
the s u b m a r i n e merchantman 
Deutsehland, issued 
a 
formal 
statement declaring his voyage 
across . the Atlantic had broken 
England's rule of the seas. 


At the same time the captain 
disposed finally of the report that 
he carried a message from Emper- 
or William to President Wilson, 
saying there was no foundation 
for the story. 


The statement, typewritten on 
stationery of the Deutsche Ozean- 
Bhederei G. M; B. H., Bremen, an- 
nounced the Deutschland was the 
first of several submarines built 
for the trans-Atlantic trade and 
that she would be followed by the 
Bremen. 


Capt Konig's Statement 


Following is the statement: 


"The gubmarine Deutschland, which 
I have the honor to command, is the 
first of several submarines, built to or- 
der of the Duetsche-Ozean-Rhederei G. 
M. B. H. Bremen. 
She will be fol- 
lowed by the Bremen 
shortly. 
The 
idea of the building of this submarine 
emanated of Alfred Lehmann, of the 
Bremen chamber 
of commerce. He 
brought his idea in the fall of last 
year to a small circle of friends and 
the idea was taken up at once. A com- 
pany was formed under the name of 
the 
Deutsch-Ozean 
Rhededei G. M. 
B. H., and the Germaniawraft, 
Kiel, 
was entrusted with the building of the 
submarine. The board of directors are 
composed of Alfred Lehmann, presi- 
dent; Philipp Heineken, general man- 
ager of the Nordd Lloyd; Mr. Kom- 
merzienrat, P. M. Herrmann, manager 
of the Deutsche bank; 
Carl Staplc- 
ieldt, 
manager of the Nordd Lloyd, 
has taken over the management of the 
company. 


Mastery of Sea Broken. 
"We have brought a most valuable 
cargo of dye stuffs to our American 
friends, dye stuffs which have been so 
much needed since months in America 
and which the ruler of the seas has not 
. allowed the great American republic to 
import. While England will not allow 
anybody the same right on the ocean 
because she rules the waves, we have 
by 
means of the submarine, 
com- 
menced to break this rule. 


"Great 
Britain 
cannot, 
however, 
hinder boats, such as ours to go and 
come as we please. 


Calls Trip Uneventful. 
"Our trip passing over across the 
ocean was an uneventftil one. When 
danger approached we went below the 
surface, and here we are safely in an 
American porty reswiy to return in 
due course.

Washington, D. C., July 10.—Offi- 
cial dispatches today'say 
a 
secret 
agreement has been made 
between 
Peru and Venezuela with the object 
of taking vast tracts of lands, rightful 
possession of which they dispute with 
Columbia and Ecuador. 
Grave fears 
for the peace of the nations involved 
were expressed. 


The boundary 
disputes 
involving 
the four countries have been of some 
long standing and at one time or an- 
other some of them have approached 
settlement. It had been reported that 
Colombia and Peru had approached 
an understanding of their difficulties 
and that an arbitration was in con- 
templation. 
An award in the dispute 
between Venezuela and Colombia was 
made by Spain in 1891. 


The four legations here profess to 
have little knowledge of the situation. 
Not long ago Secretary Lansing pro- 
posed that all Latin-American repub- 
lics should bind themselves by treaty 
with the United States to arbitrate

Washington, July 10.—The fact that 
boarding oflScers found the German mer- 
chant submarine Deutschland wholly un- 
armed, goes far toward simplifying any 


principles. 
His efforts, he declared, will 
be to serve all America by serving Mex- 
ico herself for her best interests without 
using force and not to serve the "gen- 
tlemen" who wish to exploit Mexican 
possessions. 


When the president asked the crowd 
what it desired at the end of all the

that his wish was "permanent peace." 


"I hear some men say," he said, "that 
they want to help Mexico and the way 
they propose to help her is to over- 
whelm her with force.

"After fighting them you would have 
a nation full of justified suspicion. Thus 
you wouldn't help them. 
You would 
shut every door against you. 


"What makes Mexico suspicious is 
that she thinks we do not want to serve, 
but possess her. 
And she has justifica- 
tion for these suspicions in the way some 
gentlemen have sought to acquired her 
possessions. 


"I will not serve these gentlemen but 
I will serve all Americans by trying to 
serve Mexico lierself. 


"The way to establish our sovereignty 
is to respect hers."

Capt. Konig's Own Story. 
Captain Konig's own story of 
the 
Deutschland's Voyage across the ocean 
was told to newspaper 
correspondents 
soon after he had made public his pre- 
pared statement. 


He 
laughed at stories of his being 
chased off his course by enemy vessels 
and declared that during the entire trip 
the 
vessel 
traveled 
submerged 
only 
' about ninety miles. 


"I have seen," said the captain, "state- 
ments that we were forced to go hun- 
dreds of miles out of our course in the 
Atlantic 
because of British 
warships. 
That is not so. Why should we go out 
of our course, except to submerge? Tliat 
is the simplest and most effective way 
to get out of our course. 
Besides it is 
much easier to submerge. 


By the Straight Course. 
"We came to Hampton Roads by the 
straiglit course from the English Chan- 
nel. 
We did not come by way of tlie 
Azores. 
Altogether from Heligoland to 
Baltimore we covered 3,800 miles. 
Of 
that distance 90 miles were driven under 
the surface of the water. 


"Throughout the entire trip the offi- 
cers and crew were in excellent health 
and spirits. 
Of course when we were 
under water for long spells the air got 
very stuffy some times and there 
was 
some inconvenience 
but it never was 
serious. The Deutschland is built to stay 
under water for four consecutive days, 
so you see we never reached anywhere 
hear our submersion limit on this voy- 
age. 


"The ship is much easier to ride than 
in a torpedo boat destroyer, much stead- 
ier. 
Kothing can happen to her, she is 
so perfectly built. Of course she rolls a 
little at times, but that is no hardship. 


"Any nation that can build a ship 
like the Deutschland can do what we 
did." 


With Smiling Enthusiasm. 


The German commander talked with 
the smiling entlnisiasm of a child and 
his eyes fairly glittered as he related the 
principal incidents 
of 
his 
remarkable 
feat. "There is little to tell of the trip," 
he continued. 
"We left Heligoland on 
June 23 and steamed on the surface inco 
the North sea. Before sailing we made 
trial trips and drills for the crew for ten 
days or two weeks, 
having proceeded 
from Bremen to our starting point. 
I 
had never been on a siibmarine voyage 
and the training I had always received in 
trips on the Deutschland. 
Every- 
tfiing Went without incident on the first 
day, but on tlie second day in the North 
sea we were in the zone of the British 
cruisers and destroyers. We sighted their 
smoke frequently but only diveü when 
we thought there was danger of our be- 
ing detected. 


Were DifBcult to See. 
"Of course we were diflicult to see be- 
en use we were running so low and wd 
gave out no smoke. 
We did submerge 
several times in the North sea staying 
under sometimes two hours and somo- 
tiraes less. 
Every time we came to tlio 
surface if all looked well we kept on 
going. "We saw no British battleships 
in the Noi-th sea, only cruisers and de- 
stroyers, or at least what we took to be 
British naval vessels. 


"We did not come 
into 
proximity 
with any man-of-war on the entire trip. 
We avoided them. 
It was verysimple. 


"From the North sea we went straight 
through the English channel, which is 
alive with warships, and on the night of 
the fourth day we submerged and re- 
mained still all night on the ground, on 
the bottom of the channel. 
There were 
lots of cruisers near us we knew and It 
was very foggy so we thought it wise 
not to take any chances and I ^ v e the 
order to submerge for the night and 
until there should be dearer 
weather. 
The next morning all was well and we 
proceeded through the channel into the 
Atlantic ocean without incident. 


Merchant Submarine Practical. 
"Our trip has demonstrated that tho 
big mâchant submarine Is practical and 
that if has come to stay. 
We expect 
the ventiire to be a great financial suc- 
cess. 
This sip can carry a cargo of 
1,000 tons and on this trip carried 750 
tons of dyestuffs, valued at $1,000,000. 
The charges for the shipment alone will 
pay for the cost of the Deutschland, 
about $500,000. On this trip we carried 
no mails nor did we carry money or se- 
curities. 
Also -we came without insur- 
ance, running entirely at our own risk. ' 
"Did you bring a message from the 
kaiser to President Wilson?" 


"No, we did not," Captain König re- 
plied with emphasis. 
"That is a plain 
lie." 


"We will go 
back 
again 
carrying 
whatever cargo there is for us to take. 
Arid wo can go without taking on any 
oil here. 
We have enough left to taice 
us home. 
And T want to say that it 
will be just as easy to go back as it 
was to come over. 
We will have no 
difficulty in getting out of the capes If 
the British do noto break 
neutrality 
and come within the thrce-iiiHe limit to 
attai-k us. 
How soon we shall leave I 
do hot krtow, but we will he ready as 
soon as we get a cargo." 


Can Go to 300 Foot Depth, 
Captain König said that the Deutsch- 
land was built for 
submersion 
to 
a 
depth of 300 feet, but that was seldom 
necessary to go more than fifty feet bo- 
low the surface. 
Thé captain said he 
had been in the merchant service for 
many years and that hé rccent years he 
had commanded the Priilcéss rì^rio arid 
the Sclileswig. 
He paid high tribute to 
the crew âiid hia felJmv ofHoers. 
Tho 
chief engineer is F. Klees; thé first offi- 
cer, F. Krapohoff, ahd tîié èecond offi- 
cer, M. Erring. 


Captain König said the ^éatëst credit 
for the success of the voyage should be 
given to Engineer Klccs. 
"He is inóst 
entitled to the credit," he added, "and 
I depended upon him every minute of 
the day and night." 


As he ended the interview the cap- 
tain said he eSpéeted the next subma- 
rine merchantman to reach the United 
States within eight weeks. 


REGULAR LINE IS FLAW. 


Deutschland to Be Followed by Other 
Subs a Merchant Craft. 


Baltimore, Md., 
July 10.—Definite 
announcement that the great German 
submarine 
merchantman 
Deutsch- 
land, which reached Chesapeake Bay 
yesterday, Is the _ first of a fleet of

my war ships. 
líe spoke freely to the 
officers and laughed 
over his 
feat. 
To newspaper men shouting questions 
over the ship's side, he was not so 
communicative, explaining that a for- 
mal statement would be Issued later 
by the representatives of his owners. 


Docks at Baltimore. 


The gigantic merchant 
submarine 
ended her voyage across the Atlantic 
at 6:40 o'clock this morning 
when 
she was docked 
at 
the jpier of the 
Eastern Forwarding company, on the 
outskirts of Baltimore. 


All during the night a considerable 
part of the Deutschland's crew had 
been astir and a small 
searchlight 
played 
almost 
constantly 
upon 
a 
newspaper yacht anchored near by. 
The tug Thomas P. Timmons convoy- 
ing the submarine, also kept the yacht 
under close surveillance. 


Shortly after 4 o'clock when day- 
light was beginning to show faintly 
through heavy low-lying clouds and 
a steady drizzling rain, a boat with 
health and customs officials aboard 
put out from the quarantine station 
and went alongside the submarine. 


Presents Bill of Health. 


To the municipal health officer. Dr. 
Thomas L. Richardson, the 
skipper 
presented his bill of health, issued to 
him by William Thomas Fee, United 
States consul at Bremen on June 14. 
The document describes the Deutsch- 
land as a "vessel 
engaged 
In 
the 
freight trade 
between 
Bremen 
and 
Boston 
or 
other 
eastern Atlantic 
ports." 
It records her gross tonnage 
as 791, says she is "newly built," has 
a cargo of dyestuffs in good condition, 
and "a wholesome supply of water 
from the Bremen water works." 


No Ai'mament Visible. 


One 
thing 
the 
boarding 
officers 
noted 
particularly—there 
were 
no 
torpedo tubes or guns of any descrip- 
tion visible aboard the vessel. 
They 
had been told that she mounted two 
small calibre rifles for defense, but 
came ashore convinced that the vis- 
itor was whollj'- unarmed. 


It was learned that the boat left 
Bremen with her. load of about 750 
tons of valuable dyestuffs which her 
ow^ners hope to sell to American man- 
ufacturers for a fortune. 
At Helgo- 
land she waited nine days, 
leaving 
there June 23 to plough deep beneath 
the surface of the North Sea to escape 
the watchful eyes of the allied block- 
aders. 
Captain König intimated that 
the purpose of his long delay at Hel- 
goland was to deceive 
the 
enemy, 
who undoubtedly had heard rumors 
of the submarine's coming. 


"We stopped there for very good 
reasons," the captain explained with 
a broad smile. This accounted for the 
belief in the United States that the 
vessel was a week overdue, a misap- 
prehension • that caused German em- 
bassy, officials to fear that she had 
run Into allied warships 
or 
fallen 
victim to an Atlantic storm. 


The Captain's Story. 


Once outside the blockading lines and 
into the Atlantic, according to the cap- 
tain's story, he headed straight across 
and only deviated from his course once 
when he saw what he took to be enemy 
craft. 
Most of the time he sped along 
on tho surface, making around 14 knots 
an hour with his powerful twin Diesel 
oil engines. 
Submerged he could go at 
the rate of 7 1-2 knots. 


Approaching the capes late Saturday 
Captain König found his path apparently 
clear. He laid to with his decks awasli, 
however, awaiting until darkness fell 
before nearing the coast. 
When 
the 
bright half moon went down, shortly 
after midnight, he put on all speed and 
shot between the Virginia capea, to be 
greeted by the tug Timmons, sent there 
more than a week before to await his 
coming. 


Merchant Marine Uniforms. 


On board the submarine are the cap- 
tain, first and second oificers and twen- 
ty-six men, all wearing the regulation 
uniforms of the German merchant ma- 
rine, with the North German Lloyd in- 
signia upon their caps. 
The skipper is 
a trim, slightly built man or medium 
height, aroqnd 40 years or age. 
Two 
of his seamen are grizzled old tars, but 
all the rest are youths apparently rang- 
ing from 18 to 23. 


When tho vessel was released from 
quarantine she moved up the river to 
the pier of the Eastern Forwarding coin- 
pany, six miles away, to a carefully 
guarded Waiting berth. 
On the way up 
ehe passed a dozen merchantmen lying 
at anchor. 
The first, a big Norwegian 
freighter, dipped her flag and her whole 
ship's company lined against the rail, 
raised tliree rousing cheers, m hich were 
answered with a ^ill. 
With another 
Norwegian ahd two Dutch 
ships 
the 
submarine 
exchanged 
formal 
salutes. 
She moved close by a number of British 
tramps in silence, observed with eager 
interest by the English crew. 


Reporters Storm Place. 
At the dock tho boat hardly was tied 
up before ah atmy of newspaper men 
and 
moving 
picture 
photographers 
stormed the place, 
they were not per- 
mitted to get near the DeutsiHiland, pro- 
tested by a barbed wire stockade and 
numerous guards, but 
Captain 
König 
soon appeared on shore and cheerfully 
posed 
before 
the 
cameras. 
"Better 
hurry tip, I haven't had my breakfast 
yet and don'j, look good," he remarked 
in excellent Eiigliah, 
with 
only 
the 
slightest trace of a Teutonic accent. He 
fetood smilingly in the 
ram 
wearing 
blue flannel trousers stuffed into leather 
sea boots, a dark 
gray leather 
coat, 
gaimtlets and a jauntily set cap. When 
the photographers gaVe him a rest he 
held a sort 
of impromptu 
rccoption, 
shaking hands with evérybody and tell- 
ing how glad he was to be in an Amer- 
ican port. 
Later he was persuaded to 
bring Out his crew. The grlnnhig youhg- 
sters brought with them a large green 
board taken from the stern of the ship 
on which was painted in big silver let- 
ters, 
"Deutschland-Bremen." 
Grouped 
about the board, with their skipper in 
the center, the sailors posed until Cap- 
tain König paid it %\'a8 time to eat. 
Start Back la Problematical. 


A force of longshoremen was ready 
on the dock to begin unloading the ear- 
go which is to bo shipped as aooit as pos* 
sible by the Eaiteim Forwardinj; tiorii- 
pany 
to 
the 
purchasers, New 
York 
Chemical companies^ 
Probably only a 
day or two will be requii-ed to diBcharge, 
then the Bubmarihe will talife oft ihè 
crude rubber and nickel conaiji^nîuehtë 
already stored in the pier warchouie fot- 
her reiufn trip.

Captain König went about his prepa- 
rations 
for enterihg at 
the 
¿ustoms 
house without hurry or unusual formal- 
ity, just as though his boat were an 
ordinary freighter. 
He did not seém to 
be worried over fepoï'ts that thie Aitìér- 
ican authorities, would carefully, investi- 
gate his case to determine whether the 
Deutschland should be rated as an or- 
dinary commerce carrier. The story that 
the Lake Torpedo company was prepar- 
ing to libel the submarine on the grotmd 
that her construction infringed upon its 
pateûts apparently did not interest him. 


Masa of Machinery^ 


As described by Ifr. John Ö. Travers, 
assistant health officer who was taken 
through the boat by Captain König, the 
Deutchland's 
interior 
appeafs tO 
be 
mainly a mass of machihery. 
She has 
but one deck bélow and a I t foot depth 
•of hold for her cargo. 
Dr. Travers de- 
scended through 
the 
forward 
hatch 
where he 
foüttd thè 
crews' 
quarter« 
bunks on either side of a narrow pas- 
sageway leading to compartments occu- 
pied by the captain and his two officers. 


The captain's room is scarcely 
six 
feet square and barely high enough for a 
man to stand. 
It is furnished all in 
metal with the exception of a small oak 
desk. Directly beneath the officers quar- 
ters is the dynamo which'stores electric- 
al energy that drives the vessel when 
submerged. Next Dr. Travers waô taken 
into the officers' mess room, 
scarcely 
larger than the state rooms, with a gal- 
ley built with all the economy of spaec 
of a Pullman dining car kitchen. 
After 
the meas room about one-third the ship's 
length from her stern is the submerging 
machinery and two periscopes. 


"I never saw such a mass of machin- 
ery in my life," said Dr. Travers. 
"It 
was an amazing sight and I doubt if it 
would mean much except to the engineer 
who designed it. 
There seemed to be 
about 5,000 pieces and an inexplicable 
tangle of burnished copper and glisten- 
ing steel." 
Aft of the submerging ma- 
chinery were the submarine's two pow- 
erful Deisel oil engines which propel her 
on the siu-face. 
Both in the crews' and 
officers' quarters were phonographs and 
stocks of well used discs. 


Enjoy Themselves Below. 


Captain König told the doctor that 
while on the surface the noise of the 
machinery was almost deafening. When 
submerged, said the skipper, "she moves 
almost silently and then we enjoy our- 
selves." 


Dr. Travers was permitted to look 
through one of the periscopes and de- 
clared he could 
see the 
surrounding 
scenery greatly magnified with amazing 
clearness. 
"The device was adjustable," 
he said, "for both long and short dis- 
tance observation. It did not seem to me 
as I looked into it that I was in the 
submarine at all. 
I felt as if I were 
in an aeroplane on a wonderfully clear 
day." 


Dr. Travers emerged through the con- 
ning tower, holding in his hand two 
loaves of Oerman war bread presented 
by the captain as a souvenir. 
Canned 
meats and fruits were the crew's staple 
food and with the exception of their loss 
of weight due to the oily atmosphere, 
in the opinion of the health officers, the 
crew to a màn was physically 
fit. 
"Ï 
never saw a better set of men than 
these," said the doctor. 
The physician 
congratulated the submarine commander 
on his feat and remarked that it had 
been many long months since a ship 
flying the German merchant Hag had 
arrived in Baltimore. 


Hull Was Above Water. 


All of her 31.5 feet of greenish gray 
hull was standing well above water as 
the Deiitchland was towed to her dock. 
It was before 7 o'clock in the morning 
and rain was falling steadily, but there 
was a big eagerly curious crowd wait- 
ing. Old waterfront salts and landsmen 
alike gazed with open eyed wonder. The 
big craft appeai-cd like some giant flsh 
of the deep with two periscopes for 
eyes. Her main superstructure reached 
filli 
fifteen 
feet 
above 
water 
line. 
Amidships the conning tower extended 
still higher, and above all towered the 
major periscope. 
Oh the starboard side 
an emergency periscope was ready in 
case the other failed. 


Three hatchways led below the decks, 
one forward, one 
aft 
and the main 
hatchway extending through the conning 
tower amidships. 
Extraordlhary 
pre- 
cautions have 
been 
taken 
with the 
Deutchland. 


Guards Keep Vessels Off. 


As soon as she reached her dock an 
army giiards drove away all river craft 
an(i a huge chain of logs was drawn 
around her io prevent vessels from ap- 
proaching within a hundred feet of thé 
ship. 
On the landside of the dock a 
high board fence, reaching far into the 
river had been erected. 
On top of the 
fence are half a dozen rows of heavy 
barbed wire and curtained with burlap 
to shut off all view. No one without a 
permit was allowed near the entrance 
to the docks, 


"My orders are from my home gov- 
ernment," said Capt, König. 
"No one 
can go aboard without authority. I am 
sorry. 
I would like the whole world to 
see.'' 


Persons who talked with Capt. König 
are authority for the statement 
that 
the only ärms of any description aboard 
the Du^tchland are four autotnatic pis^ 
tols belonging 
to 
the 
officers, and a 
sportemaii's riflè used for firing rockets.

Ciets Störy of Cruise. 


Capt. 
Hinsch 
received 
from 
Capt, 
König a detailed report of the subma- 
rine's movements since the day it left a 
German port. 
Hé also wrote and sent 
ashore a long telègram In code advising 
the German ambassador, which is be- 
lieved to téli the story of the subma- 
rine's voyage, what it has on board and 
bow it eluded the enemy's warships. 


Capt. Hinsch was so happy at the ar- 
rival of the submarine that he embraced 
Capt, König Oli the deck of the under- 
water craft and grasped the hand of 
everybody on board, from the lowest 
sailor to thé highest ofScer. 


This Only a Beginning. 
Tit is only the beginning," hé said. 
"There will be other submarines com- 
ing from Germany. Some will be bigger 
and better than this. 
They will arrive 
at varioiis American ports. 
They will 
come in and go out of New York, Nor- 
folk, Baltimore, and other places. 
We 
will have a line of underwater vessels, 
just like Great Britain, has in her liners 
that sail from New York so often." 


To Capt. Cocke, Capt. Hinsch said: 
• "We have known this craft was coming 
for many months. 
We have been wait- 
ing for it for twelve days.

word from it on several occasions and 
we had never feared that it was lost. 
We knew it would show up soon." 


Capt. Hinsch delivered to Capt. Kairig 
several sealed envelopes, and held a con- 
ference with him behind closed doors on 
board thé submarine. He then informed 
Capt. Cocks that the submarlen was to 
go to Baltimore, but was not to arrive 
there until Monday morning. 


British Are Surprised. 
The arrival of the submarine caused a 
big flurry in marine circles and espe- 
cially in the offices of the British con- 
sulates, both here and at Newport News, 
British agents had 
learned 
beyond a 
slmddw of a doubt that the submarine 
was nearing this coast. For several days 
the rpport that a submarine from Ger- 
many was coming here was laughed at 
in British circles. 
They claimed such a 
feàt could never be accomplished and 
they did not believe it. 


Why 
should 
a German 
submarine 
travel 4,000 miles to reach America when 
it could go to some other port so much 
nearer 
home?" 
they 
argued. 
"Why 
should it come here at all?" 


But four days ago, when the captain 
of a British steamer reported that ho 
had sighted a submarine flying the Ger- 
man flag 600 miles off the América» 
coast, they took notice. 


Warships Sent Out, 
British w^arships were huri-iedly scat- 
tered all along the Atlantic coast and 
they were ordered to capturé or sink the 
defiant craft at all hazards. 


French 
and 
British 
warships 
were 
searching by day and by night for this 
strange 
underwater 
visitor. 
Their 
searchlights illuminated the entrance tv"> 
the capes at night and the ships them- 
selves came so close that the tug Tim- 
mons, always on guard, was forced to 
go well within the three mile limit, fear- 
ing the foreign warships might take a 
fancy to drop a shell on the vessel. 


The searchlights failed to show any- 
thihg except the Timmons. 
The glare 
frequently picked up the tiny but dé- 
fiant «raft, and those on the British war- 
ships must hâve beéñ éagér for an op- 
portunity to sink her. 


Knew foe Was Coming. 


liiey knew, but perhaps too late, that 
this silent, almost helpless but de'iant 
wooden vessel was waiting for a sub- 
marine from a country 
at 
war 
with 
theirs. 
They knew that the tug was a 
biioy, a sort of a giiiding star for the 
submarine. 
Without it on guard at the 
capes the expected visitor might lose its 
bearing; might run ashore, and might

It was on ITiUrsday and Friday that 
the British ships became almost frintic 
in their efforts to capture or destroy tLe 
submarine.

They had been advised or had sighted 
the submarine and they were running 
around like mad trying to locaté it— 
to get it within range of their powerful 
guns.

Capt. König and his officers, always 
on the watch for énemiës, had sighted a 
warship when 10Ò miles off thè capea.

to send his craft beneath the Waters of 
the Atlantic and to sail in the direction 
from which the warships had come.

H^e was then in thé vicinity of Hatteras. 
There were ño warships in sight and he 
set a straight course for the Virginia 
capes. 
All of Friday night he made 
good speed oft the surface of the water. 
Saturday forenoon he sighted no war- 
ships, but saw several merchant vessels 
and a torpedo boat destroyer, pfohably 
an American.

" I consider our voyage uneventful.

hind the time we could make under more 
favorable conditions. 


"We ran into rough weather almost 
every day for a week. 
We were forced 
to submerge -on these occasions to es- 
cape high seas. 
It is more comfortable 
under water when the sea is rough. We 
could not stand on our feet on the sur- 
face and the cargo began to shift. 


"When we passed near the Diamond 
Shoal lightship we were partly

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The New Marvel of the Seas. 


Human achievement has touched a new high mafk^in the suc- 
cessful maiden trip of the German under-sea liner Deutschland com- 
pletely across the Atlantic. Carrjdng a merchandise cargó of nearly 
one thousand tons, this newest and last word in submarine naviga- 
tion of the seas has* completed the long journey from Bremerhaven to 
Baltimore, eluding enemy warcraft, -conquering the perils of long- 
sustained under-sea travel, nullifying proclaimed blockade and ef- 
fectively challenging the long-boasted mastery of the oceans. In this 
hour there will surely be none to deny to German skill, German re- 
Bourcefulness and German ingenuity the laurels fairly won in a 
triumph that must be accounted epochal in the development of navi- 
gation. It is easily the sea achievement of the century. 


The trip of the Deutschland was made, too, under circumstances 
not at all favorable to a supreme test of the big idea. She was abso- 
lutely alone and out of touch with all other craft. In time of peace 
the experiment would have been made with the attendance of a con- 
voy prepared to give prompt relief in event of accident and many 
safeguards would have been thrown about the attempt that under 
the most favorable circummstances would have been accounted a 
daring one. With none of these, and forced by the exegencies of war 
lo avoid friend and foe alike, the Deutschland has come through 
cleanly and safely, eluding a cordon of British warcraft to which an 
inkling of her coming had leaked and which, one may be very 
certain, were exerting the utmost watchfulness to intercept her. Not 
an element and not a phase of the stupendous experiment operates 
to dim the glory and the triumph of the achievement. 


So much for the revolution in the navigation standards of the 
world. Commercially the situation opens new vistas which one may 
faintly glimjjse in the announcement that it is the purpose of the 
Grermans to place in sei'vice a regular line of the under-sea craft. The 
effect of the Deutschland's achievement in questions arising from the 
war is also apt to be very far-reaching. It is already suggested that 
with a sufficient number of submarine merchantmen there can be 
completely thwarted anything like the ordinary sea blockade as to 
Supplies. Censorship of mails can be defied, and it will open the 
neutral markets of the world to any belligerent at least until human 
ingenuity is able to devise an offset to the new triumph, and that is 
apt to be a matter of years if, indeed, it is ever susceptible of ac- 
complishment. 
The achievement of the Deutschland is not only a 
tremendous event of the present. It has place<d ahead of the future a 
gigantic question mark as the measure of eventual development in 
maritime affairs of the world. 


In a belated effort to conserve for domestic consumption the now 
failing supply of natural gas, the order has gone gut that factories in 
Cleveland, Akron and Youngstown, as well as some other Ohio cities, 
must turn to some other fuel on October 1. The amazing thing about 
It is that Ohio did not earlier profit by the experience of Indiana and 
stop both the waste and the use of gas as factory fuel long ago. With 
thé proper sort of conservation, Indiana might still be enjoying the 
use of natural gas where it Avould have served the convenience of the 
largest number of people, which, of course, is in their homes. 


It transpires occasionally that some of the cases diagnosed as 
infantile paralysis in various sections of the country are not infantile 
paralysis at all, the mysterious character of the disease leading to 
error in its identification. It,is just as well that no chances be taken, 
however, and every safeguard be thrown about every case to which 
any suspicion attaches. An error on the other side of the situation 
may bring most distressing consequences. 


On the last day which, under the law, the work could be done, 
Mr. Hughes hastened to New York to confer with Pennsylvania lead- 
ers and select the republican presidential electors from the Keystone 
state.

• onstrating his pacific intentions and his desire to avoid trouble.

NARROW MARGINS IX PRESIDEN- 
TIAIi ELECTIONS. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 
Few realife how small is the actual 
margin in -the presidential contests' of 
recent years. 
While winning candi- 
dates have had pluralties of one or 
two or more millions, a comparatively 
few votes in pivotal states would have 
changed the result. A plurality of one 
counts just as much as does that of 
100,000 in a state. 
The big totals are 
piled up in states where the outcome 
was a foregone conclusion, and as a 
matter of fact the elections were de- ; 
cided by small margins in the crucial i 
states.

President Wilson, for example, had 
a plurality of 2,173,512 over Roosevelt, i 
yet if Roosevelt could have won over 
182,005 of those voters in the right 
states he would 
have been 
elected. 
Roosevelt had eighty-eight votes and 
needed 178 more. 
A change of 182,- 
005 votes properly distributed in New 
Jersey, 
Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, j 
Oregon, Idaho, Maine, Montana, Ne- : 
vada, New Hampshire, New York, New 
Mexico, North Dakota, Wyoming, Ari- 
zona, Delaware, Illinois, 
Iowa 
and 
Kansas would have taken those states 
from the Wilson column and elected 
Roosevelt. 


On the face ot the returns Bryan 
was beaten in 1908 by 
1,269,804 by 
Taft. 
Bryan was eighty votes short 
of having enough in the electoral col- 
lege. 
A change of 5,366 votes would 
have given him Indiana's 
fifteen. 
A 
change of 315 votes would have given 
him Missouri's eighteen. 
A change of 
13,226 would have won seven in West 
Virginia; 40,668 in Wisconsin would 
have added thirteen; and a change of 
95,000 in Illinois would have given to i 
Bryan 
the 
twenty-seven 
electoral 
votes needed to elect him. 
In other 
words if Bryan had had 158,575 more 
votes properly distributed he would 
have beaten Taft. 


Colonel Roosevelt swamped Parker 
with a plurality of 2,541,204 in 1904.

They're 
making 
them invisible now at Camp Jones, just 
east of Douglas. 


Conspicuous gray horses are treated 
with a dye that darkens them to such a 
color they're 
almost 
invisible at 300 
yards or more on the deserts of Arizona 
or Mexico. In the low desert hills, yon 
can sometimes see a man 
sitting 
on 
nothing and galloping through the air. 
You know he's on a horse, of course—but 
you can't see the horse. Veterinary Cole- 
man Nockolds of the First Cavalry start- 
ed dyeing horses. 
They were the first 
dyed for United States army use. 


In 1905 an effort was made to intro- 
duce the system in this country, follow- 
ing 
its 
successful use by the British 
army against the Boers in South Africa. 
But the war department notified the vet- 
erinaries, "There are no paints on hand 
for 
this 
purpose," and the plan was 
dropped. 


Operation Is Simple. 


Nockolds and Veterinary A. L. Mason 
of the Sixth Field Artillery have dyed a 
number of mounts at Camp Jones with 
good results. Gray horses are colored no 
they cannot be identified in a group of 
six pulling a gun. 


The dye lasts until the horses begin 
shedding hair; then it must be renewed. 
But it is a simple operation, and the ani- 
mal can be dyed and dried in an hour. 
Generally he gets a seconds coat, to give 
him a more even color. 


When he is turned loose in a corral 
with the rest of the troop or battery 
mounts, the dyed horse can not be told 
from the others by an outsider. Some of 
the best-looking animals in the camp are 
dyed. 


But thev have to get acquainted with 
the other horses all over again—for their 
own teammates can not recognize them. 
Nockolds dyed a white mare used as a 
leader for some artillery miilea. 
When 
the mare came back the mules wouM not 
follow her. 
Once in the Philippines «n 
experiment was made in dyeing horses. 
It failed there, but afterwanl they di!»- 
covered that in the Philippine cUniate 
it would have been necessary to bleach 
the horses before dyeing them.

HOODOO FOR EUS 


Reports at Grand Lodge 
Session Show Order 
Flourishing. 


Baltimore, Md., July 
10.-—Fred Q. 
Robinson, of Dubuque, Iowa, grand sec- 
retary of the B. P. O. E., in the grand 
lodge, which opened its annual session 
here today, submitted an annual report 
which ^showed the order to be in a 
flourishing condition. He said that thir- 
teen years ago the grand lodge had 
nlet in this city, and that despite the 
hoodoo of "thirteen," comes back in the 
beet condition it ever has been. 
The 
report said: 


'•During the past year we find that 
43,320 new members have joined our 
ranks, haking a total membership in 
good standing on April 1, 1916, of 453,- 
516; fourteen new lodges were added, 
the last dispensation issued being No. 
1340. 
During that time 181 members 
were suspended or expelled, 19,237 were 
stricken from the rolls for non-payment 
of .dues and 5,114 were deceased. 
Those 
figures indicate a conditio^ of affairs 
that challenge the earnest attention of 
those who have the welfare of the order 
at heart and who are endeavoring to 
place it upon a sound foundation in the 
fraternal world. 
Not that the figures 
are so much larger than in former years, 
but they go to show that lodges are be- 
ginning to realize that it is useless to 
carry on the roster undesirable mem- 
bers. 


"The total receipts of the grand lodge 
for the year were $21.3,650.88. 
The per 
capita yielded 
$113,233.25; 
new hoi^e 
tax, $45,008.95, (making a total collected 
for the home of $435,408.78;) for dis- 
pensations, $750; for Elks' home mem- 
bers per capita tax, $5,659.16; for sale 
of supplies, 
$30,400.15, 
and 
all other 
sources, $925.10; total interest on in- 
vestment was $12,926.15. 


"The surplus 
is 
$755,977.88 an in- 
crease over 
last 
year 
of $61,429.89, 
caused principally by the collection of 
the home tax of $45,008.45 and interest 
of $7,459.

"There are 1,002 lodges having in con- 
nection the club feature; 623 of this 
number support a buffet or locker sys- 
tem. 
The total value of property of 
lodges owning their own buildings and 
furnishings of club rooms is $26,000,- 
000. 
During the past year seventy-six 
homes have been dedicated and many 
others are in the course of construction.

timated at from $35,000 to $40,000, only 
partially covered by insurance. 


The shifting of the wind Avas the only 
thing that prevented a 
more 
serious 
: conflagration 
and enabled 
the 
local 
bucket biigi*,de and companies from sur- 
rounding towns to get the blaze under 
control by 2:30 o'clock. 
Fire companies 
from Hedkey, Farmland and Winchester 
responded and a company from Mimcio 
had started, being stopped at Albanj'. 
A call also was sent to the Fort Wayne 
department, but later it was found its 
services would not bo needed. 
Without Waterworks. 


Ridgeville 
is 
without 
waterworks, 
making the work of the fire fighters 
much 
more 
diflficult. 
However, the 
bucket brigade did valiant service be- 
fore the arrival of the \Vinchcster, Red- 
key and Farmland departments. Prom- 
inent citizens this mornine took up the 
movement for a waterworks plant, the 
fire early this morning 
demonstrating 
the immediate need of better fire pro- 
tection. 


Sees Man Leave Building. 


About 1 o'clock tlie 
niglitwatclimar. 
of the town saw a man leave from the 
rear of the dry goods store of Pierson 
and Drake, who occupied the south half 
of the Wipc building. 
About fifteen or 
twenty' minutes later the fire was dis- 
covered and by 
the time the night 
watchman 
could 
give the alarm and 
awaken the 
citizens, 
the blaze had 
gained much headway. 
Soon the flames 
•were leaping from the roof, threatciiiJig 
nearby buildings. 


The local fire fighters realized early 
that there was no hope of saving the 
"Wise building and consequently confincd 
their efforts to the surrounding struc- 
tures, many of which are frame. 


The north half of the Wise building 
•was occupied by Henry Wise, dealer in 
dry goods and notions. 
A .email por- 
tion of his stock was saved. 
The soutli 
half of the building, occupied by Pier- 
son and Drake, was owned by George 
Wise, sr., a retired farmer, and the 
south half by his sou. Henry Wi§c. The 
building, 
which 
was a 
two 
story 
brick, was fomrdptolv v.'mol out. 


Other Buildings Damaged. 


Considerable damage was done to 
the office and. residence of Dr. C. H. 
Shank, 
south of the Wise 
building 
across the alloy. 
The roof was burn- 
ed off the Bailey drug- store building 
on the north. 
The plate glass in the 
I. O. O. F. building directly across the 
street, was broken out. 


No One Seriously Hurt. 


Although the 
fire 
fighters 
risked 
their lives and many of them were 
almost overcome from the e.xcessive 
heat and their strenuous efforts, no 
one was seriously hurt. 
Several of 
them, however, had narrow escapes. 


Two 
thou.sand 
dollars 
insurance 
was carried on the south half of the 
building by Henry Wise, sr. 
Pierson 
and Drake, both of whom reside at 
-Van Buren, Ohio, carried .?12,000 in- 
surance on their stock of goods. Two 
thou.sand dollars insurance was also 
carried on the north half of the build- 
ing, but no insurance on the stock of 
goods. 


It is believd that the damage to the 
office and residence of Dr. Shank,, the 
Bailey drug store and the I. O. O. F. 
building is fully covered by insur- 
ance.

Philadelphia, July 10.—Egypt, in the 
days of Rameses the Great, boasted of 
museums , and archaeological retlearcli 
equal to that of thé present day, ac- 
cording to reports 
Which have 
just 
reached the University Àiuseum fiorii 
thè Ecìdey B. Coxe expedition to Africa. 


Dr; Clarence S. Fisher, leader of the 
expedition, reports that a few weeks ago 
his phrty unearthed what Appears to 
have been a great museum In the palace 
of Menemptah, the. son and successor to 
thé 'throiie^djrv I ^ e c e « , and wlio kM 


the Pharaoh of the oppression described 
in the Book of Exodus. 
The date of 
the construction of the palace Is uncer- 
tain, but the research party asserts that 
if Menemptah did not build it, it was 
built for him while he was alive, which 
would place the construction at about 
1300 B. C. 


The research party says this newly 
unearthed temple, with its throne room, 
is either the same one or similar to the 
one in Avhich Moses and Aaron con- 
fronted Pharaoh 
and demanded 
that 
the people of Israel be permitted to de- 
part from Egypt. The discovery is con- 
sidered one of the most Important in 
the history of archaeological research in 
recent years.

Expected to Show Fine 


Results. 


Washington, D. C.. July 10.—It takes 
lOOjODO persons to care for the contents 
of Uncle Sam's mail bags! 
This figure 
covers the postoflSces of the first, second 
and third classes and includes city mail 
carriers. 


All this vast army was placed under 
a new generalship July 1, according to 
provisions of the "legislative, executive 
snd judicial act," 
approved last May. 
Fifty-six 
thousand 
postofRces 
were 
transferred by this act to a new "divi- 
sion of postofBce service." 


This organization absorbs several for- 
mer branches. 
It is under immediate 
charge of General Superintendent Good- 
win D. Ellsworth, of North

The new division will disburse appro- 
priations amounting to $150,000,000 for 
the ensuing fiscal year. 
This vast sum 
i.-. required to cover the salaries of post- 
masters, supervisory officers, clerks, city 
carriers, etc., the rental and equipment 
of offices not in federal btiildings, main- 
tenance of vehicles for delivery, collec- 
tion and transportation of mails within 
cities, etc. 


The total appropriation for the entire 
postal service for the fiscal year 1917 
will be approximately $322,000,000. Al- 
most half of this is required for work 
done under the "division of postoffice 
fiHrvice." It is spent in amounts vary- 
ing from $1 to more than $5,000, and 
the handling of this amount involves a 
tremendous volume of correspondence. 


Besides keeping of files and records, 
the work of the new department in- 
cludes the assignments, 
appointments, 
adjustments of 
salaries, 
investigation 
and consideration of charges, granting 
leave of absence, and the promulgation 
of rules and regulations. 


During the fiscal year ending Jun« 
30, 1916, the salaries of over 9,000 post- 
masters were changed and adjusted, 8,- 
500 carriers and clerks were promoted, 
1,400 additional clerks and 1,500 addi- 
tional carriers were appointed. 


The government owns 411 mail autos. 
The original cost of these machines was 
more than $500,000, The expense of op- 
erating them including drivers' salaries, 
garages and upkeep, is about $640,000 
per annum, a sum less than that spent 
for the same service under the former 
contract system. 


Before the • organization of the divi- 
P!on of postoffice service, the various 
fonctions of moving mails in cities and 
towns was managed by two sections of 
the postoffice department. 
The 
new 
division includes all the work of hand- 
ling mails in cities and towns. 


At the railway stations the jurisdic- 
tion passes to the railway mail service, 
which belongs to thé bureau of the sec- 
ond assistant postmaster general.

Bombardment. 


Paris, July lO.-^The new French 
drive south of the Somme river yes- 
terday had been prepared by military 
bombardments for more 
than two 
days and the complicated system of 
German defense in the loop to the 
northward made by the river, had 
been disorganized. The tsisk of artil- 
lery preparation had been 
carried 
through rapidly and the infantry at- 
tack probably would have been made 
sooner had it not been for the weather; 
Yesterday morning 
the rain at last 
stopped and the signals for the as- 
sault was given. 
The French troops 
began to move along a two and a 
half mile front. The left wing rested 
on the bridge over the Somme one 
mile east of Sarmont farm, while the 
right wing lay a little north of Bel- 
loy. 


The left wing and the center crossed 
the German trenches. 
They progress- 
ed rapidly in the direction of Bia- 
ches. 
This village was attacked from 
two sides, the north and east at once. 
The Germans defending it resisted 
energetically, but finding themselves 
in danger of being surrounded re- 
treated up the left bank of the river 
by the Peronne road. 
At 2 o'clock 
the village was entirely in the hands 
of the French. 


i^Ieanwhile the right wing threw the 
Germans into disorder and arrived at 
the outskirts of Barleux where the 
German situation now appears to be 
precarious. 


French military opinion character- 
izes the capture of Biaches as a bril- 
liant and important operation.

"I cannot escape the conviction that 
the war-involved nations have in mind a 
military policy to accomplish objects of 
interest to themselves and not for the 
benefit of the rest of the world. There 
is much talk of an international agree- 
ment between the warring 
nations to 
work for themselves at the end of the 
war, not only against their enemies, but 
against the rest of the world. 


"It would be only natural for the al- 
lies, if victorious, to turn icy faces 
against the world and join in an effort 
to rebuild their fortunes by some form 
of concerted action. 
I am profoundly 
impressed with the idea that , the United 
States should be consulted when treaties, 
industrial treaties are being made, ef- 
fecting financial, commercial, transpor- 
tation and industrial interests of the 
world. 
Otherwise we will be compelled 
to adopt a definite defensive policy of 
our own."

London, July 10.—Premier Asquith, m 
explaining the Irish agreement in the 
house of commons this afternoon, said 
that it was proposed by the bill it should 
remain in force during the war and 
twelve months thereafter and if parlia- 
ment had not made further provision by 
that time fo ra government of Ireland 
the period could be extended. 


Representatives of the Imperial ex- 
ecutive, the prime minister said, would 
have control of the defense of the realm 
act.

Long Blades Now Worn by 
Officers Only on Dress

Washinffton, D. 
C., July 
10.—The 
painter of war pictures no longer will 
he able to portray a general, waving his 
sword" in the air. 


The reason is, it isn't done. 
Swords for officers have 
practically 
disappeared. 
The sword remains now as 
a badge of authority and as an ornament 
to be worn on dress occasions. 
The 
cavalry is the only branch of the service 
to which swords are issued. 


One reason 
given for not 
carrying 
swords is that the glitter of %he metal 
serves as a target for the enemy. 
The 
officer's sword at present is a straight 
blade about 32 inches long. 
This usual- 
ly is fitted with a silver hand guard and 
liilt, sometimes engraved with the of- 
ficer's name, title and record. 


Blades Have Changed Somewhat.

The Russo-Japanese war showed that 
the knife bayonet is superior to the old 
style used by the United States. 


The U. S, war ' department 
thought

The sword bayonet of 
the United States is longer than that 
used by any other great nation.

is because of the short length of the 
new rifle.

Monster New Reflector is 
Designed to Bring Other 
Worlds Within Range of 
Study from Mt. WHson 
Observatory. 


BY M. C. LARKIN 
(Staif 
Correspondent.) 


Pasanefina. Ca].. Jul- 10.—Tn nnother 
year it is possible that astronomers 
will know the dimensions of our stellar 
universe, if there are any, and whether 
or not any of the planets are inhabited- 


By that time the new 100-inch re- 
flector, the largest in the world, now 
being installed at Mt. Wilson observa- 
tory 6,000 feet above 
this 
city, will 
probably be complete. An attempt will 
be made to explore the unknown cor- 
ners of the sky and to chart the re- 
sults, providing there is anything to 
explore or chart. 


Because of the tremendous power of 
this new instrument 4t is reasonable 
to expect that new and perhaps start- 
ling discoveries will be made when the 
reflector is 
finished. 
Already it has 
been four years in course of construc- 
tion and its total cost will hover near 
a million. 
Some extent of its size can 
be gained from its weight of 100 tons. 


"What we hope to do with the new 
reflector is to reach out farther into 
space—to bring faint stars closer to 
us and to make observations of toe dis- 
tant portions of the skj% with which we 
are now unfamiliar," said Chief As- 
sistant Obsei'ver W. S, Adams. 
Ob- 
server Adams is in charge of the ob- 
servatory in the absence of the chief, 
George E. Hale, who Is at present in 
the east. 


"It is not likely that we will learn 
anything new regarding constellations, 
planets and stars already within "the 
range of present instruments. 
How- 
ever, the nevv' glass will be about three 
times as powerful as the reflector we 
now have, which is the largest in op- 
eration. 
For that reason it would be 
foolish to say 
that new 
discoveries 
may not be made dn the known solar 
system. Discoveries are always possi- 
ble." 
, Whether the new glass will discover 
life on other planets remains to be 
seen. 
On tliis point the s-cientists re- 
fuse to commit themselves. 
Professor 
Adams declares that it Is within the 
range of possibility that there is life 
on certain of the other planets, depend- 
ing on their temperature ^.nd the con- 
dition of their atmosphere. 
The tem- 
perature and atmospheric conditions on 
some planets is such that life Is im- 


New dome that will house the huge reflector, the largest In the world, 
at the Mt. Wilson observatory near Pasadena. 
Ttoe dome is 100 feet high 
and 84 feet in diameter. 
The upper portion turns like a battleship turret. 
The building has double walls to insure even temperature.

If Venus, for instance, should 
prove to have life upon it, the life 
would probably be similar to that in 
our tropics, since the temperature of 
the two is about the same. 


"It seems reasonable," says Professor 
Adams, "that the 
same 
conditions 
that made life possible on earth could 
also have made life a fact on some of 
the other planets." 


Communication with any of the plan- 
ets is a thing so remote that scientists 
of the present do not consider it, ac- 
cording to Professor Adams. 


The Mt. Wilson observatory is per- 
haps the best equipped in the world. 
At least. It has tihe finest reflectors. 
It is a branch of the Carnegie Institute, 
with $22,000,000 back of it. 
There are 
seven pieces of ordnance 
in the 
Mt. 
Wilson sky battery, four reflectors and 
three refractors.

familiar with, and that was 
"Why 
seek ye the living among the dead." 
Oh, If we could just get to the place 
where we did not think of them be- 
ing at the cemetery, but rather gone 
to the God that gave them to this 
world, 
A risen Christ denotes that he 
was a hero, and a hero Is one that 
conquers. 
He conquered the Scribes 
and Pharisees, for they thought they 
were done with Him, and while they 
were down 
in Jerusalem 
having a 
great time over their victory, the news 
is brought to them tl^at he haS risen. 
Then they awaken fo the fact that 
they have been conquered. 
He also 
conquered the devil, and after His ex- 
perience in the wilderness, I cqn see 
the devil standing before the tomb, 
and fancy I can hear him say, "Now 
I guess that will hold you for a while, 
but when Jesus arose from the tojmb, 
the devil flnds himself conquered. 
He 
also conquered death. 
Notice death 
and Jesus in the tomb together. 
I 
fancy I can see death saying to Jesus, 
"I surrender to you," and when Jesus 
comes forth from the tomb, he comes 
as a great conqueror. 


Dwelling Among Dead Ones.

tombstones, vaults and slabs to And 
the dead, and In the New Testament 
scriptures we flnd a poor fellow dwell- 
ing among the tombs, which means 
that ho was out in a graveyard, or he 
was dwelling among the dead ones.

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The New Marvel of the Seas. 


Human'achievement has touched a new high mark in the suc- 


cessful maiden trip i of the German under-sea liner Deutschland com- 
pletely across the Atlantic. Carrying a merchandise cargo of nearly 
one thousand tons,, this newest and last word in submarine naviga 
tion of the seas,has*completed the long journey from Bremerhavcii to 
Baltimore, eluding «enemy warcraft, conquering the perils of long 
sustained under-sea-itravel, nullifying proclaimed blockade and ef 
fectively challengingv-he long-boasted mastery of the oceans. In thi 
hour there will surely be none to deny to German skill, German re- 
sourcefulness and German ingenuity the laurels fairly won in a 
triumph that must'bevaceounted epochal in the development of navi- 
gation. It is easily the sea achievement of the century. 


The trip of the Deutschland was made, too, under circumstances 


not at all favorable to a supreme test of the big idea. She was abso- 
lutely alone and out of touch nvith all other craft. In time of peace 
the experiment would\have beien made with the attendance of a con- 
yoy prepared to give {prompt irelief in event of accident and many 
safeguards would have been thrown about the attempt that under 
the most favorable circummstnnces would have been accounted a 
daring one. "With nonewf these, and forced by the exegencies of war 
to avoid friend and foe alike, the Deutschland has come through 
cleanly anfd safely, eluding zu cordon of British warcraft to which an 
milling of her coming had. 'leaked and which, one may be very 
certain, were exerting the utmost watchfulness to intercept her. Not 
m. element 'and not a phase- of the stupendous experiment operates 
to dim the glory and the triumph of the achievement. 


So much for the revolution in the navigation standards of the 


world. Commercially the situation opens new vistas which one may 
faintly glimpse in the announcement that it is the purpose of the 
Hermans to place in services regular line of the under-sea craft. The 
Bffeet of the Deutschland's achievement in questions arising from the 
war is also apt to be very far-reaching. It is already suggested that 
'.with a sufficient number .of submarine merchantmen there can be 
completely thwarted anything like the ordinary sea blockade as to 
Supplies. Censorship of mails can be defied, and it will open the 
neutral markets of the world to any belligerent at least until human 
ingenuity is able to devise an offset to the new triumph, and that is 
apt to be a matter of years if, indeed, it is ever susceptible of ac- 
complishment. The achievement of the Deutsehland is not only a 
tremendous-event of the present. It has placet! ahead of the future a 
gigantic question mark as the measure of eventual development in 
maritime affairs of the world.

Washington, July 10.—Congress begaii 


another week today with slender proa- 
pects of an early adjournment 
ahead. 


Four of the administration's most im- 
portant legislative measures remain to 
be put through and democratic leaders 
see chances of a session lasting to tha 
fall. The -bills keeping members of con- 
gress here when many are anxious to 
get away to participate in the political 
rsmpaign are the army and navy ap-

Designed to Bring Other 
Worlds Within Eange of j 
Study from Mt. Wilson 
Observatory.

year it Is possible that astronomers 
will know the dimensions of our stellar 
universe, if there are any, and whether 
or not any of the planets are inhabited. 


By that time the new 100-inch re- 


flector, the largest in the world, now 
being installed at Mt. Wilson observa- 
tory C.OOIX, feet above this city, will 
probably be complete. An attempt will 
he made to explore the unknown cor- 
ners of the sky and to chart the re- 
sults, providing there is anything- to 
explore or chart. 


Because of the tromendous power of 


this new instrument -it is reasonable 
to expect that new and perhaps start- 
ling discoveries will be made when the 
reflector is finished. 
Already it has 


been four years In course of construc- 
iun and its total cost will hover near 


million. Some extent of Its size can 
o ga-Inod from its weight of 100 tons. 
"What we hope to do with the now 
eflector is to reach out farther into 
pace—to bring taint stars closer to 
us and to make observations of the dis- 
unt portions of the sky, with which wo 
are now unfamiliar," said Chief As- 
sistant Observer W. S. Adams. Ob- 
server Adan;s is in charge of the ob- 
servatory in the absence of tho chief, 
George E. Hale, who is at present in 
the east. 


"It is not likely that we will learn 


anything new regarding constellations, 
planets and stars already within the 
range of present instruments. How- 
over, the new glass will be about three 
times as powerful as the reflector we 
now have, which is the largest in op- 
eration. For that reason it would be 
foolish to say that new discoveries 
may not be made In the known solar 
system. Discoveries are always possi- 
ble." 


"Whether the new glass will discove: 


life on other planets remains to be 
seen. On this point the scientists re 
fuse to commit themselves. Profesao 
Adams declares that it Is within th 
range of possibility that there is llf 
on certain of the other planets, depend 
ing on their temperature and the con 
dition of their atmosphere. The tern 
perature and atmospheric conditions o 
some planets is such that life is im- 


New dome that will house the hugo reflector, the largest in the world,

lossible. If Venus, for instance, should 
>rove to have life upon it, tho life 
would probably be similar to that In 
our tropics, sinco the temperature of 
the two is about the same. 


'It seems reasonable," says Professor 


Adams, "that the 
same conditions 


that made lite possible on earth could 
also have made life a fact on some of 
the other planets." 


Communication with any of the plan- 


ets is a thing, so remote that scientists 
of tho present do not consider it, ac- 
cording to Professor Adams. 


The ML "Wilson observatory is per- 


haps the best equipped in the world. 
At least, it has t!he finest reflectors. 
It is a branch of the Carnegie Institute, 
with $22,000,000 back of it. There aro 
seven pieces of ordnance In the ML 
W'llson sky battery, four reflectors and 
three refractors. 


A reflector la just what tho name 


signifies—a huge mirror reflecting a 


picture of the sky, enabling astrono- 
mers to make minute observations of 
the bodies that inhabit space. A re- 
fractor is a telescope. 


There are thirty members of the- staff 


of the observatory, twelve observers 
and eighteen computers, who figure out 
tho problems of astronomy. 


Practically ail of the 
observation 


work nowadays is photographic. Tho 
giant reflectors 
and refractors 
are 


lenses through which the celestial ob- 
jects are pictured. 


Constant temperature is necessary 


for all the instruments used-in studying 
tho stars. All bulldinga housing tho 
observatory apparatus 
aro specially 


constructed with ttiis end In view. 
Some of the Instruments are even 
burled in the ground to a depth of sev- 
enty-five feet to Insure an equal tem- 
perature. The reflector which is now 
being used on Mt. Wilson IB floated in 
mercury to make it respond readily to 
the touch of the operator.
